AN ORDINANCE OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA GOVERNING THE 
UTILIZATION OF THE REVENUES FROM THE 
COUNTY OPTION INCOME TAX BY THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE. 


WHEREAS, the County Option Income Tax was initially 
adopted for Allen County, Indiana, effective July 1, 1989; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
has previously cast its 58.5% votes as a member of the Allen 
County Income Tax Council, to establish said tax; and 


WHEREAS, in calendar years 1990 and 1991, all of the 
revenue generated by the County Option Income Tax and 
distributed to the City of Fort Wayne, each councilmanic 
district has been designated an equal sum of $350,000.00 for 
use in that district; and 


WHEREAS, each councilman district of the City of Fort 
Wayne has great need for additional resources for improvement 
to its infrastructure, capital improvements, and other 
projects vital to the revitalization of those districts. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. That beginning in calendar year 1991, eighty 
percent (80%) of the revenue generated from the County Option 
Income Tax received by the City of Fort Wayne shall be 
designated and distributed to the six (6) councilmanic 
districts of the City of Fort Wayne, in equal shares for use 
by those councilmanic districts for improvements to 
infrastructure, capital improvements, and other projects 
vital to the revitalization of those districts. 


SECTION 2. That the remainder of said County Option 
Income Tax revenue shall be placed in the general fund of the 
City of Fort Wayne for such purposes as the Mayor of the City 
of Fort Wayne shall direct. 


SECTION 3. That this ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and, any ~and sall 
necessary approval by the Mayor.
